' l iver litis swollen lo :ibout 8,000 inoho.s, 
! Tho niotmtaiiis rise from 2,000 to 5,000 
feia above its lied.

The bed of lli'o river is 
liaved and wailed in with ctibos of 
stoue. Etieli village has a stone church 
j with a clang of bells and a panel paint-

j trailed on arbors supported by posts of 
; rotiLrh granite. No picturesque cost- 
ume,«; Ihe peasants aro all dressed in 
modern clothes and resemble French 
men and women, only their hair is 
more commonly brown than black.

At Bias- 
con, altitude 1,11)0 feel, there is a pub- 
lic hydrant tit the railroad station, the 
first in.staneo of such :i convenience 
since leaviu'^r I'aris. Nowhere olso 
throughout France, Germany, Switzer- 
Itmd, nor Italy, thus far, may tho trav- 
eler wiish ills hands or obtain a drink 
of water without pavinir for it. The 
valley is about a mile wide, and signs 
of gidd-iiiiiiin^ appe:ir near tho river 
bars.

Bolipinian Coi-pse-Boards. 



When anyone dies, man or woman, 
llio corpse is removed from the death- 
bed tmd laid on a botiril previously cut 
tmd prep;ired to reeeivo it. At tho 
head is a sort of pent-roof, alow gable; 
lower down is a bar ticross for tho seat, 
:ind a little shelf at tho bottom for the 
fiioL On this Iho corpse reposes until 
the funeral. After this, the painting of 
the board is compietod, the inscription 
lilieil up; it is then nailed or screwed 
lo ;i stout post, wiiicli is ilrivoii into the 
ground by the ro:iilsid<^ so tluit the 
"corpse-bo:ird" stands upright till tho 
post rots antl allows it to fall, when it 
crumbles neglected into tho soil, Tho 
entrance to a viliiige is through an 
aveniio of these liorrll,de luoniorials. 
Sometimes, however, thi^y are planted 
in Ihe dcMih of the wood, where ro.'ids 
fork — lii.'side mere p;iilis ill tho most 
lonesome spots. As they iidvauce iu 
aire they deciiiie more and more from 
the periieiidiciilar and lurch lo right 
and left, lu the evening jxloaming, tho 
:ippoarance of :i row of these is just 
tliat of a Hue of tipsy soldiers. This 
cll'eiit is eiili:uieed by tho peculiarity of 
their ornamciitaiioiis. At the head, 
under the wc:itluo-|)o:iril, where rested 
the bead of tin; eorjiso, is painted a 
round white disk, which is adorned 
Willi figures of tho virgin and a saint 
ill the sky, or the trinity, and in tho 
middle i.s the deceased, kneeling very 
upright in his best Siuiday clothes. 
Another variety is ;i cloek-f:ico with tho 
hands pidntiiig to the hour of death. 
Further down is a tablet, or a pair of 
tables, on which iire inscribed the 
name, age, and merits of the departed, 
and some verses of more or less origir 
iiality iiud merit. — Cornhill Magazine,

And 
does not an enemy menace us now I An 
enemy the more dreadful because tho 
bravest cannot Hlaiid against it I All 
should uiiiii^ ill lumuVG frcr.! tho cit}' thi« 
enemy, which is a source of sickness and 
death. It is foolish to say tttat as wo 
hove got on with the open drams for bo 
long wo may just as well wait a few years 
longer. As sure!)- as lliis policy is car- 
ried out sickness at certain .seasons uf the 
year will become a perfect epidemic, and 
people will Ileo tho place as if it were the 
ninuth c>f Averniis. Considering that wo 
are blessed with the riKiat healthful an<i 
delightful climati/ mi the cmititieiit It will 
bo a moii.striius mislake if wo allow ^ ic- 
toria to fall iiitu bad leputo on account of 
tho lack of pr.)[)er d/'ainage. In twn 
months tho time will have come round 
again when we must eloct a mayor and 
councillors. Into tho hands of those 
ofliciiila we are to put the power to man- 
age tho all'air.s of the city f^r one year. 
At tho time of tho elL'cti(.in tho e|)i(loinic, 
wo hope, will be over; sonio will have re 
covered, but many, alas ! will bo beyond 
all earthly aid. Our citizens 8h(iuld not 
forget too easily; they should remember 
that another aiiinincr will conio when 
reeking gutters will exhale their fioi- 
Bon; and anotlier autumn when de- 
caying vegetation will add its (juota 
to tho unwholesome vapors.

"How niiu-h do you want?" asks the 
man of means. 

"1 think ijid will be enough to pull mc 
through. " 

" Fsliaw, it wouldn't |iay you to bcjrrow 
so smnll a siiiii, I'ur the law iiiakcs certain 
ti.xed charges on ch illrl inort,i;aL:(.'s, which 
would swell luy interest above what it 
ought to be. !Suppo.-<e we say .'J75, and if 
your furniture is as good as you say, why, 
take si.\ months if you like to jiay me 
back. I know my rales are hii;ii, but 
tliey are less llian lliose of some i if these 
fellows, and 1 shall make tliiim uidy mim- 
iuul, anyway — give you a discount if you 
pa V promptly; see?"
